They are now hiding in groups of 
twos, threes and fours somewhere in 
the wilds of Durango or Coahuila. 
The rurales will catch them. 
They 
will be tried as common criminals.” 
Foreign Minister Mariscal declared 
that those manlfestants who infest 
the Rio Grande and are now on the 
United States soil will be extradited 
ae common criminals.

Continues to Provoke a Large Amount 


of 
Discussion 
Among 
Democratic 


Party Leaders— Matter Still Under 


Consideration. 


Denver, June 30.—The fight over 
the anti-injunction plank in the Demo­ 
cratic platform is not the only strug­ 
gle in which the committee on reso­ 
lutions and possibly the convention 
Itself may be involved. 
It has developed that the prohibition 
question is to be brought to the front 
and that a desperate effort will be 
made to have a plank declaring in its 
favor placed in the platform. 
The 
prohibition movement will be headed 
by General James B. Weaver of Iowa, 
who demanded of the recent Demo­ 
cratic convention in that state that 
it declare in favor of prohibition. Gen­ 
eral Weaver and his followers were 
not successful in their efforts in their 
own state, but nothing daunted by 
their failure, have made arrangements 
to bring the matter up before the na­ 
tional Democratic convention. 
They 
claim, moreover, to have strong bac. 
lng from a number of the Southern 
stales, which have recently passed 
prohibition laws, and it is declared 
confidently by General W eaver’s ad­ 
herents that if the Democratic nation­ 
al platform does not contain a prohi­ 
bition plank it will only be for the 
reason that the hardest kind of fight­ 
ing has been unable to secure Its adop­ 
tion. 
The anti-injunction plank continues 
to provoke a large amount of discus­ 
sion among such party leaders as have 
already arrived for the convention. 
While opinions differ as to the exact 
nature of the plank which should be 
adopted, all are of one mind in saying 
that it shall be a definite and specific 
statement. 
Such members of the na 
tional committee as have discussed 
the matter are a unit in saying that 
the 
working 
of the anti-injunction 
plank shall leave no possible doubt In 
the mind of any reader as to where 
the party stands on this question. 


Plank Not Yet Written. 
It is now generally believed, how­ 
ever, that the anti-injunction plank 
will not provide for trials by jury in 
cases of contempt of court or favor in 
any way measures which might be 
construed as interfering with the pre­ 
rogatives of the federal courts. 
The 
friends of Mr. Bryan say that such of 
his critics as are already expressing 
themselves in fear of a radical anti 
injunction plank are fighting the air. 
The plank has not yet been written, 
it has not been drafted, and its form 
is still a matter which is under deep 
and careful consideration. 
It is said 
to be the desire of Mr. Bryan to con 
suit as many of the prominent mem­ 
bers of the party as is possible before 
any decisive action in formulating this 
resolution is taken. 
The rice presidential situation re­ 
mains to all appearances unchanged, 
although the boom of Lieutenant Gov­ 
ernor Chanler of New York seems to 
have 
weakened somewhat 
and 
his 
name is not mentioned as prominently 
as it was two days ago. 
This is large­ 
ly due to the announcement made by 
Norman E. Mack* national committee­ 


man from New York, that he has no 
authority to speak for Mr. Chanler. 
and that his interest in the movement 
was dictated by friendship and by a 
Bincere belief that the New York offi­ 
cial is well qualified to take second 
place on the ticket. 
Only one new’ name has been men­ 
tioned as a vice presidential possibil­ 
ity. 
This was Governor George C. 
Chamberlain of Oregon. 
He 
is in 
much favor with some of the party 
leaders and lf is stated that he will 
be personally acceptable to Mr. Bryan. 
lf the latter is nominated. 
The sponsors of vice presidential 
booms located outside of New’ York 
state claim to be generally encouraged 
by the fact that already five men have 
been mentioned as aspirants to the 
vice presidential nomination. 
They believe with the New York 
delegation divided among that num­ 
ber of candidates an outsider has a 
far better chance of securing the prize 
lhan would be the case if the delega­ 
tion from the Empire state wrere stand, 
lng solidly for a single man.

Cullen 
asking for permission to move a house 
from lot 6 block 78, to lot 20 block 80, 
or across North Ninth Street, and also 
to put a stairway in the sidewalk on 
Seventh street to reach the basement 
of his block now under construction, 
was received. 
Permission was granted 
to move the house, and no action was 
taken on the other m atter the council 
having no light to grant the permission, 
such stairways being prohibited by or­ 
dinance. 
The application of J. C. Jamieson for 
a liquor license accompanied by a sure­ 
ty bond was presented. 
City Attorney 
Ryan took the ground that there should 
be but one surety bond permitted from 
the same company, saying that while 
the case had not been passed upon by 
the supreme court, yet two district 
judges had so held. The mayor and 
president of the council took issue with 
the attorney, who stated that he did 
not care whether the council accepted 
the bond, but that it was his duty to 
tell them the law.

STATE LAND SALE 
GOVERNMENT MAKES CONTRACT 
WAS HELD TODAY Survey of the New Federal Building 
Site Called for Together With 


Other Particulars 
Deputy State Auditor and Clerk 


Were Here Today and Held 


Annual Sale 


FAIR AMOUNT OF 
LAND SOLD 


Mineral Reserve Proves Bar to 


Heavy Sales in Crow 


Wing County 


C. S. Brown, deputy state auditor 
and Theodore Nelson, a clerk in the 
land department, were in the city this 
forenoon and held the annual sale. 
About 900 acres of land was sold at 
prices around $5 per acre. 
The mineral 
reservation now placed in State land 
contracts is proving a detriment to the 
sale of land here. 
It is not so much 
that prospective purchasers are specu­ 
lators and are seeking the lands in the 
hope of iron on them, but that they do 
not like the idea of buying the lands 
and when they get them improved have 
some lessee of the rights come on and 
prospect and encumber the land with 
the sheds, ore pile», etc., and the land 
owner have no recourse. 
The gentlemen came here from Lit­ 
tle Falls, where they held a successful 
sale yesterday. 
Some of the land in 
Morrison county brought as high as $18 
per acre. 
They went to Walker this 
afternoon and will hold a sale therejthis 
evening, at Bark Rapids tomorrow and 
in Detroit Thursday, after which they 
go into St. Paul. 


The government has entered into a 
contract with R. K. Whitely, city en­ 
gineer, for a survey of the site where

The Porcelain Tower. 
The famous porcelain tower was one 
of the architectural boasts of Nankin, 
China. It was reared in the ninth cen­ 
tury before Christ by King A-yon and 
has been twice rebuilt, once In the 
fourth century of the Christian era 
and again iii 1413 by Hoang-li-TaL 
The tower originally attained a height 
of 350 feet. It consisted of nine stories, 
surmounted by a great mast bounded 
by a spiral cage and crowned by an 
Immense globe. 
A hundred and fifty- 
two large bells were hung from the 
roofs of the nine stories, which were 
ornamented also with 128 lamps. The 
cost of the original edifice was esti­ 
mated at between $35,000,000 and $40,* 
000,000. 
It was made of white brick, 
and the w’alls and roofs were brilliant­ 
ly ornamented with porcelain. 
The 
great porcelain tower was destroyed 
In 1853, during the Talping occupation 
of the city

was hammered in and clinched on the 
inside of the barrel. Not enjoying the 
favor of the big corporations, the De­ 
mocracy could not hope for such large 
campaign contributions as these con­ 
cerns gave to the Republican party. 
Money is necessary in a campaign if 
the other fellow has plenty of it. This 
year the cash problem seems to be 
about on an even basis for both sides 
since public sentim ent has relegated 
the corporation contribution to the 
muck heap—since also the corporations 
do not love the Republican party so 
fervently aa of old. 
Availability, of course, is a factor in 
the nomination of vice presidential 
candidates. For instance, Congressman 
Jam es S. Sherman of New York has 
been nominated by the Republicans 
this year because they believe that* he 
will help to carry the Em pire State. 
Possibly—who knows?—the Democrats 
may nominate Governor Johnson for 
second place on their tick et because It 
is apparent that he can carry Minneso­ 
ta, which otherwise surely would be 
Republican. 
But, leaving the current campaign 
aside, the American vice presidency 
may be said to be looking up. The con­ 
stitution provides the vice president as 
successor to the president should that 
officer die or be removed before the 
end of the term to which he Is elected. 
Undoubtedly the constitution makers 
intended that uo man of less than pres­ 
idential caliber should be made vice 
president 
None of us should run and 
hide when a nomination to the vice 
presidency is offered, for there is but 
one higher elective honor on earth.
